When Stephen iG. Wentworth founded the Wentworth BUIitary Academy in 1880 he 

vested the control of the institution witii its original buildings and grounds in the hands 
of a Board of Trustees which was lo Ik* composed of a duly elected rcpreacntative of each 
of the Evangelical churclieu ol the city of Lexington, and a President Mr. Wentworth 
«erved as President of the Board from 1880 until ms death In 18d7, after trhi(A time he has 
bMH succeeded by Judge Richard Fidd. 

It Is the duty of thp Hoard to see that the tMinafement of the Arftdomy is entrusted 
to competent officers and that the standards Set tqrUr. Wentworth in Uie origitial charter 
are maintained. All members of the Faeultjr are voted on by the Beard and it is provided 
that such officers in edition to being duly qualified scholastically for the teaching re- 
quired, must be men or women of Christian character reffularly affiliated with some Evan- 
gelical church. The Board parses on all diplomii^ before they are lasued to graduates and 
«nthorb0i the President to dgn and issue thcmL

Military Drnii 
There is no better means of physical ex- 
ercise than that afforded by the military 

(Irill. It teaches self-control and jfi ju cfulness 
of lai iiajre. It deve)o]i8 those nuiscies which 
;ii<- most needed throughout life. One hour 
of t^ach school day is devoted to drill, and 
there are other military formations of short 
duration which the cadet jttu nds daily. At 
all formatioDS he is taught to hold his sbould- 
ern back, his^est ottt, his bead up, and hla

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face «>guarely to the front. The form of 
physical exdrciae uted by our army camps in 
developins^ aoldiora is used almost every day 
at Wontworth. No effort is made to turn 
cadets to the army or war. While each cadet 
is trained to be an officer If he so desires, the 
military work primnrily fiirnisht-s the In 
basis known for nvsntal and physical 
dbcipttae. 

Work in the Gymnauura 
During bad weather, when it is impossible 
to have outdoor drill, much of the drill period 
is devoted to gymnasium work. This work 
is very interesting and highl>' beneficial for 
physical devdopment. The symnasinm is 
VfjlUk. Rt all timps and during recrcntion hours 
many of the cadets find profitable pleasure 
in boxing, wrcofiiBirt and wwtkfas on the 
jpiimiwn ajB»ratu8.

V' t y lit- 
tle puniiihnnent of an>' kind is neces- 
sary. The punishment that is as- 
signt d is always '^f a militarj' nature 
and not the kind which will in any 
way humiliate a boy. Students who cannot 
t)p lumdi' d witbottt phyaieal oomBulsioii «« 
sent home. 

The aim of the disciplinary department 
\< thf dovt'U.pinent of perBonalitiea. Hence 
a great deal of i i sponsibility rests on the 
students themselves. Many cases of disci- 
pline are handled by the students and the 
(vmduct of the student body is the cryatalitar 
I i.ii of pfijiiilar sentiment rather tlBtt.eiP #11 
oppressive system of regulutions.

founding, in honor of iiis dtceased son, Wil- 
liam Wentworth, a school for Die Cliriatian 
education of boys and young men. Suitable 
grounds and bulldinjts wero secured and the 
first session ii|n rii'(l iii Srjitcnilx'r, 1880, with 
B. L. Hobaon and Sjtndford iHiUcrs ua asso- 
ciate prindimla. At the end of that wHwion 
Mr. Hol>'iiri rftiri-d, since which time Col. 
SeUurs lius reniained tiu> head of the Acad- 
emy, and in active management of itfl affairt^. 

A charter was secured in Ai>ril, 1881, and 
the name Wentworth Mate Academy, under 
which the Kclux)! In^Kan its existence, was 
changed to Wentworth Military Aeademyf 
and thus was started the first military school 
ia1li» ifflbwwort^w lilUgr.

In 189r. th.' \V«r I>e- 
partmcnt of llie United 
States, recogiiizinir the 
work done by the Acad- 
emy in its military train- 
vav.. detailed an officer from the Regular 
Army as Profeaaor of Military Sdeaee and 
Taetics and snpplied it with ordnance and 

(irdnanc' stores. This dt t-ail has continued 
to the present time and supplies have been 
^MTMaed until the school is now provided 
wtUi fverythinff necessary for infantr>' drills. 

In 1908. CoL W. M. Hose resigned his posi- 
tion of Inspector of Aeewd i tiid Sehoott for 
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the University of Mis- 
souri and was chosen As- 
sociate Superintendent 
and I^incipal of the 
Academy. Ue remained in 
this position fOr twelve 
years and had an impor- 
tant influence in develop- 
ing the sUmdardt of tHii 
Acadenqr* 

Col. E. A. HIdasian, 
then a Captain in the lat 
Cavalry. U. S. Army, an 
alumnus of Wentworth, 
wtus rl. 'Vailed as Profes- 
Mr of Military Sdenoe 
and Tactics. His untiring 
energy, frf«"l judgment 
and interest in boys, to> 
(Tether with his expoi- 
•'iice ivf. an <tffifier in the 
I nited States Army, 
were a most potent fac- 
tor in placing the Acad- 
emy in the very froMl 
rank of niilitjir\- achoola 
of the United States. 
Major R. K. Latham 
came to the Academy as an instructor in 
1914. Ab Assistant Superintendent he ren- 
dered much valuable service during live diffi- 
cult war peiiod.

HEXINGTON is the coantr iat 
nf Lafayette county. It has a 
i>i>pulation of about 6,000 and 
iR well equipped with exeallattt 
(tore buildings, inblle ediflces, 
liaiidsonie raridences and broad sfreets. 
It has excellent Bystems of electric light, 
waterworks, gas and sewerage. Some two 
hundnd and ten feet abov^ th« riy«r» tht 
cBtten is n bewttifid and ImwHiMhI aa 'WMI 
lnei found. 

On one of the bluffs of the river not far 

from where Wenlworth Military Academy 
stands was fought the battle of Lexington, 
which was an important battle of Oie late 
Civil War. Ix'xinRton is an old town and its 
population includes many of the oldest and 
niOit cultured families of tiie state. The 
ieadets are therefore thrown witit refined 
pei^le in their social life.

Here the aim and 
purpose of the high school, the special aids 
to learning in such an institution as Weot- 
worth, and a full description of iwilHiMnNlli 
and eourses will be found. 

The Junior College 
This branch of Uie Academy gives the 
first two years of general work given in ill 
unfvcrsitiefl and coUpjfos and roiiuired beflHPS 
specialization of any kind is permitted. It 
not only prepares for entrance into the third 
yoar of nny liberal college, but also offtra 
(•oiirse.s for those seeking entrance into medi- 
cal, law, engineering, business, and other 
professional schools. In any of theae pro- 
fessional sdiools tJie work is general in the 
first two years, no specialization of any im- 
portance being permitted in the first two 
years. It Is possible for the student to get 
a wondprful 'nundnlion for hia later pro- 
fessional work t>ecauae he has a chance to 
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do the iatcmive type o( work in aamll dasacs 
that cannot be found in tetyar sniioaia in 
the fint two years. 

There ia aiao a daaa of atudents who do 
not care to apend four fall yean in eoDege, 
\vh>'( yot wish to round out thoir odncatlon 
by some acquaintance with the different 
fields of knowtodse and aome idea of wliat 
oolle£;e is likp. For such a student Went- 
worth College ia an ideal school. !t pcr- 
mita the atodent to take courses in nearly 
pvvry- branch of liberal arts and briny his 
work to a satisfactory ending: in two years, 
at the end of whidi time he is sriven the de- 
gree of Associate in Arts to show that he has 
finished junior collie. In view of the fact 
that the great majority of students do at- 
tend a liberal college only two years, the 
second year of college is naturally an Ideal 
time to terminate a collegre course of study 
for many students. However, those who at- 
tand the f oar.year eoOege for only two yeara 
lliave no visible recognition of th^ work to 
point to such aa the dipkuna and degree 
whidi Wentworth gives.

The blame for this is not to be laid at the 
door of the able men who eonduet the work 
In uiir universitieB* They wish to moet the 
situatioD and would do it if they could. They 
are powerless to meet it. That is one tt the 
reasons why so mnny of our universities 
have (iven their sanction to junior collect 
of recognised merit. If the junior college 
fOlfilln its aim. the univf^rsitios will bp rr- 
tteved of the congeitlion which now threatens 
their standards, and tiugr can again fmietloit 
effectively. 

By offering a small school of high quality 
Wentworth is able to avoid for its students 
a great deal of the lack of adiievement which 
means failure for hordes of fMahmen every 
year. The classes in the univtnllar' an e»* 
tirely too large for good training. 

By offering strict supervision, Wentworth 
b able to save the student who, if he entered 
a large school, would be kept from his work 
by a multitude of distraetiuns. r)erhiip8 never 
knowing tiiat he was near failure untO laita 
in the year— too late to save himself. 

By offering personal contact of the in- 



stnietors with the student, Wentworth is able 
to avoid tiw impersonal, cold, form.il. in- 
stmetioin found In university daiisea, sub- 
stituting for it sympathy and personal fn- 

tprost. wliicli always go far toward saving 
the young man when he l)egius to wniidor.
